The following Eesolve of the General Court was 
read : — 

" Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

" In Senate, June 19, 1801. 

"Resolved, That the copper plates engraved for the map of this 
Commonwealth be, and hereby are, granted to the Academy of Arts 
and Sciences and to the Massachusetts Historical Society, together 
with the copyright of printing, publishing, and vending the same, at 
the expense of said Societies, for the term of fourteen years from the 
passing of this Resolve, the profits arising therefrom to be equally 
divided between said Societies, and applied by them for the benefit of 
their respective institutions, as they shall judge best for the advance- 
ment of science and the reputation of their country. Provided, that 
the said Societies shall order first to be struck off from the plates 
aforesaid four hundred sets of maps for the use of the Commonwealth, 
to be disposed of as the Legislature shall hereafter direct ; and, after 
having the same pasted on cloth of the same kind with those before 
provided for the use of this State, shall deliver the same to the Secre- 
tary of this Commonwealth, on or before the first day of January 
next. And as soon as said four hundred sets of maps shall be com- 
pleted and delivered as aforesaid, the Governor, with the advice of the 
Council, is hereby authorized to draw his warrant on the Treasurer 
for payment of the same, at the first cost of the paper, printing, cloth, 
and pasting, as aforesaid.* 

" Concurred by the House of Representatives, and approved 
by the Governor, June 19, 1801." 

Thereupon, 

Voted, That the donation of the General Court of the plates for 
printing a map of the Commonwealth be accepted, and that Dr. 
Morse, Judge Tudor, and Mr. Kirkland be a committee to unite with 
any committee appointed by the Academy of Arts and Sciences to 
pursue and fulfil the conditions of the Eesolve in a manner which 
they shall find to be most for the interest of the Societies, either by 
selling the plates, or printing a number of copies.

Judge Sullivan very naturally felt that the Society 
would profit by their ownership of this book. A few years before, he had sold 
the copyright of his " History of the District of Maine," and generously given 
the proceeds to the Society. When the bills for printing the " History of Land 
Titles " came in, the Society was unable to meet them, as the sales were inade- 
quate for the purpose ; and money had to be raised by the indorsement of a 
member. Letters on file show that the matter occasioned considerable anxiety, 
and the question arose as to the Society's responsibility in case of ultimate loss. 
How the matter resulted it does not appear, as the books of the Treasurer are 
burned. — Eds.
